There hes 
long existed in Birmingham a hostility to the Currency Bill of 1819, 
but on no occasion has it exhibited itself in a combined form, or by 
a union of parties, irrespective of political feeling. There were pre- 
sent Mr. Muntz, M. P., and Mr. Scholefield, M. P., members for the 
borough; Messrs, Newdegate and Spooner, members for the northern 
division of the county, and others, who spoke to several resolutions, 
several of which, in substance, were as follows :— 

That the existing depression of trade and commerce, as evidenced by the nu- 
merous failures of houses of undoubted solvency, is attributable to the restrictive 
and unsound monetary system established by the acts of 1819 and 1844, whic 
injuriously interfere with all mercantile engagements, rendering the same course 
of action which is at one time prudent and secure, at another time ruinous. 

That the arguments now being used to mislead the public as to the effects of 
the expenditure of money in railway works and other undertakings of a national 
character, and to withdraw the attention of the mercantile and trading classes 
from the real evils under which they are suffering, are of no value whatever, and 
can only be taken as an evidence that, in the present position of the country, the 


monetary means are not afforded for the profitable employment and maintenance 
of the population. 


That it is the deliberate opinion of this meeting that the executive govem- 
ment will incur a serious responsibility unless they at once propose and carry 
into effect some temp rary measure calculated to restore the monetary means 
and the credit of the country to an efficient state, and thus to relieve the com- 
mercial and trading classes. 


That while measures of a temporary nature are required to remove that mos 
severe distress and suffering which the population are now experiencing, and to 
avert the more serious consequences with which they are threatened, h = iis 
portant that the monetary policy of the country should undergo a fair and search- 
Ing inquiry before a committee of the House of Commons. 

That the committee of the Birmingham Currency Reform

Frederick, Prince of 
admiring this property, took a long lease of it from the 
Capel family in the year 1730; and his son, when reign- 
ing monarch in 1759, purchased the fee-simple of the 
house and gardens, The former was soon pulled down, 
the furniture being conveyed to an adjoining and far 
older mansion, since known as Kew Palace. This 
small but picturesque red-brick dwelling was long the 
favourite suburban residence of the royal family ; and 
Queen Charlotte, famed for her love of botany, mate- 
rially increased the collection of curious plants the pre~ 
ceding occupants and their friends had made, 

The Princess Dowager of Wales also contributed 
largely to the exotic department; and the Earl of Bute, 
the favourite minister of George LII., took great plea- 
sure in forwarding her views. Archibald, Duke of Ar- 
gyle, the tree-monger of Horace Walpole, sent a great 
number of foreign trees from his collection at Whitton, 
near Hounslow. From an excellent and popularly- 
written “ Guide for the Kew Gardens,” written by Sir 
W. Hooker, the director, we extract a summary of the 
extent of the grounds and establishment, as they were 
found to be in 1840, when a return was made to the 
House of Commons by the committee appointed to in- 
guire into the management and condition of the Royal 
Botanic Gardens. It should have been observed that, 
after the demise of Sir Joseph Banks, which occurred 
soon after that of his patron, George ILI., the Kew 
Gardens languished and declined considerably for the 
want of royal and scientific encouragement. During 
the reigns of George LV, and William IV., the gardens 
retrograded considerably, and but for the increased aş- 
siduity and attention of able attendants, matters would 
have been much worse. Public opinion, however, began 
to be expressed loudly upon the subject, and Govern- 
ment at length determined that the gardens either should 
be entirely abolished, or placed on a very different foot- 
ing, and made available as a great scientific establish- 
ment for the benefit of the public. Hence the appoint- 
ment by the Lords of the Treasury of the committee 
above alluded to, and its result, the able report of Dr. 
Lindley. In 1840, the grounds then consisted of — 


1. The grounds immediately about the existing palace of Kew, 
which were of small circuit, ying near the river, and consisting 
mainly of the site of the great edifice or palace, begun by Mr. 
Wyatt in the reign of his Majesty King George II., and soon 
afterwards pulled down, The boundary is the river on the north 
side, the pleasure grounds on the south and west, and the botanic 
garden on the east. 

2. The botanic garden proper, which contained at the time in 
question about eleven acres, or thereabouts, of ver irregular out~ 
Jine, bounded on the north partly by the gardens of the residences, 
mainly crown a wl which stand on the south side of Kew 
Green, in part of the green itself, from which it was se arated by 
a handsome railing, and in part by the gardens of his Majesty the 
King of Hanover; westward, by the grounds of the palace above.

4, The pleasure ground, comprising 170 acres of wood and lawn, 
lying to the south of the botanic garden, and bounded by the 
Kichmond road and the river.

o give anything like a detailed account of the several beautiful 
structures erected to further botanical observation and study, is im- 


possible in our confined limits. One vast conservatory, 
called the palm stove, we have selected as one illustra~ 
tion of the many beautiful and pleasing objects that here 
present themselves to gratify the taste or curiosity of 
visitors. It is not yet completed, but promises fully to 
become the lory of the Kew Gardens. It is built from 
a design of Decimus Barton, Esq. The framework, of 
iron, has been constructed by Mr. Turner, at the Ham- 
mersmith works. The whole consists of a centre and 
two wings, occupying an area of 362 feet in length. The 
centre is 100 feet wide, and 66 feet in height to the sum- 
mit of the lanthorn, the wings being 50 feet wide and 
30 feet high. The iron work is raised upon a basis of 
stone and brick, and covered in with strong sheet glass. 
As the construction and magnitude of this monstre con- 
servatory did not admit of the usual appliances of blinds 
or sun screens to protect the younger or more tender 
plants from the scorching influence of the sun during 
the summer months, an ingenious application of scien- 
tific knowledge to the purposes required was su gested 
by R. Hunt, Esq., of the Gears ical Society. This was 
the discovery and manufacture of such a kind of glass, 
that, without interference with the chemical or colour- 
ing rays of light, should intercept only those denomi- 
nated, from their effects, calorific or heat bearing. After 
several unsuccessful attempts to produce the desired ma- 
terial, a slightly tinged green glass was at length ob- 
tained, that is fully admitted to be all that a botanical 
connoisseur could wish for as a protection to delicate 
plants against the most powerful rays of light. The vast 
iron ribs of the palm stove, as this conservatory is also 
called, are inserted in enormous blocks of Cornish gra- 
nite, placed on the most solid concrete. The central 
portion of the building, 138 feet long and 100 feet wide, 
has a substantial gallery all round, at the height ot 30 
feet from the floor, ascended by a light spiral staircase, 
50 as to give an opportunity of seeing the plants from 
above as well as below, b bringing the spectator on & 
level with the summits o many of the loftiest plants. 
This arrangement also admits of the plants being watered 
from above, And here it may be as well to observe, 
that the whole building, in its progress, has been wholly 
constructed according to the suggestions and recom- 
mendation of the director and curator, than whom none 
could be better qualified for the successful completion 
of such a popular, and, at the same time, exceedingly 
useful addition to the gardens. The whole interior is 
heated by hot water pipes and tanks judiciously distri- 
buted above and beneath the level of the floor, The 
extent of the former is said to be not Jess than 24,000 
feet in length. and the area of the latter is equal to 1000 
feet.

MARBLES OF ASSYRIA AND ASIA” MINOR. 


HEA’ OF A COLOS3AL FIGURE OF AN ASSYRIAN EUNUCH. 


When completed, the new saloon in the British Museum, devoted 
to the sculptures, mausoleums, and the other antiquities of Asia 
Minor, which have been collected by Sir E. Fellowes and Mr. La- 

ard, will be one of the most interesting and useful of the many 
additions which have been made of late years to the national collec- 
tion. Although, certainly, the imposing structures which covered 
the remains of Asiatic worthies contemporary with the times of 
Alexander or Zenophon, from their size and character, may strike 
most immediately upon the attention of the visitor, we do not intend 
that in this place they shall have any prominence over the less im- 
posing but equally remarkable works of art associated with them — 
the Nimroud Marbles. In the illustration, which exhibits the 
interior of the new saloon, the Lysian Marbles and Tombs tell 
their own tale; and we shall therefore devote ourselves to giving some 
account of those curious remains of the ancient kingdom of Nineveh 
which have been deposited in an ante-room, before being ultimately 
arranged in the saloon. 

Nimroud, the place from which these remains have been exhumed, 
is situated on the left bank of the Tigris, twenty-five miles south of 
Mossul. Travellers and commentators appear to agree in assigning 
the ruins to no less a celebrated city than ancient Nineveh. That 
they are of a very remote antiquity share can be no doubt, and the 
date of the sculptures is allowed to be not later than the earliest 
period of the first Assyrian empire. The walls of the palace from 
which they have been taken are composed of unburnt brick or clay 


incrusted with slabs of marble, eight inches in thickness and seven 


feet wide. Each slab was firmly secured to that above and below it 
by three plugs of brass or wood. The most interesting of these re- 
mains are eleven bassi-rilievi, of which we proceed to give a brief de- 
scription in the order we saw them in the British Museum, ‘The 
first one, representing the attack of a fortified city, we have also en- 
graved, to give our readers a proper idea of their character and the 
style of art in which they are executed. We may observe, the ori«

The next rilievo represents the chariot of the king drawn'by three 
horses.. In front of the chariot is the king’s groom, and in.the chariot 
itself the charioteer holding the reins and having a whip in his right 
hand. The chariot closely resembles the Egyptian. To the sides 
are attached, crossing each other, two quivers full of arrows, “A 
warrior, wearing a sword, but not clad in armour, is kneeling down 
in front, and it is remarkable that the arrows are aimed at something 
above, perhaps a fortress, of which the representation is missing. A 
vulture is directing its course towards the battle-field; where 
another, behind and above the chariot of the king, is already de- 
vouring a dying man clad in the costume of the enemy. "T'he sub- 
ject of the fourth represents a buli hunt. The king, in his chariot, 
turns round to seize a bull, whose fore-legs are entangled in-the 
wheels, and secures the infuriated animal by grasping one of the 
horns with his left hand, while his right inserts a small dagger pre- 
cisely between the second and third vertebra, Just where the spinal 
cord is most assailable, Another bull, pierced with four arrows, lies 
dead on the ground. ‘I'he fifth rilievo is evidently a continuation of 
the fourth in advance of it,as may be perceived from the parts of the 
chariot wheels of the two slabs exactly corresponding. hey repre- 
sent the standard bearers of the king, and a triumph over his enemies. 
Hach chariot has ‘attached a distinct banner, the foremost being, a 
bull and the second two horses. ‘There are three horses to each 
chariot, but only six legs are shown, ‘he officers are without head- 
gear. The victorious army is pursuing the enemy through a wood, 
indicated by bushes and trees, while the vulture and the outstretched 
headless bodies are sufficiently suggestive of the defeat and destruc- 
tion of the enemy. A wounded leader of the adverse party is im- 
ploring for quarter; the king is in his chariot with his charioteer 
and shield bearer, who are both uncovered. Above the royal chariot 
is 4 winged divinity wearing the double-horned cap. He directs his 
winged arrows against the enemies of the king, who has pursued 
them up to the city, from which the enemy are discharging arrows 
and throwing stones, under cover of wicker shields. The last figure 
js that of a person endeavouring to parley; he holds his slackened 
bow in his left hand, and his right is upraised in the act of; bespeak- 
ing attention, ‘I'he sixth piece represents a winged human figure 
with the head of a carnivorous bird. The figure is clothed im a 
short, fringed tunic, reaching only to the knee, and tied at the neck 
with a tasselled cord, over which is an elaborate necklace with an 
ornament something like a pomegranate. Over the short tunic is a 
longer robe similarly trimmed, The whole-is coveted by an ample 
garınent reaching to the ankle, leaving bare the right leg, which is 
advanced, In the right hand he holds a pine cone, which he is in 
the act of presenting; and in the left hand is a basket. ‘ 

In the next slab tne sculpture represents a human-headed divinity ; 
the wings are entire, and each feather of the wing is elaborately 
finished. The beard is formally curled. Three bulls’ horns are laid 
close down upon and round the head; but in all other respects the 
dress is the same as the preceding, and like that this figure is pre- 
senting a pine cone with the right and holding a basket in the left. 

The eighth slab represents the return of the king from the chase, 
Fully armed, he stands in the centre of the composition; his bow 
being still in his left hand, while with his right he raises to his lips 
the cup which he has ja:t received’ from the hand of: the cupbearer, 
At his feet lies the lion subdued, but. not dead ; ‘possibly as indi- 
cative of his prowess jand success in the chase, He is followed by 
two beardless attendants who haye accompanied him in the chase, 
and who bear à reserve of bows and. arrows.» Another attendant 
bears a harp, which Appears to have been played with a plectrum, and 
in form resembles the Nubian instrument of the present day. 

The ninth slab was associated in our description with the fifth; and 
the next piece, the tenth, represents a lion-hunt. ‘The king is in his 
chariot, drawn by three horses, which the charioteer is urging for- 
ward to escape the attack of an infuriated lion that has already 
placed its fore-paw upon the back of the chariot. ‘I'he action and 
cayntenance of the charioteer are not without an expression of fear, 
and his flowing hair evinces the speed at which the horses are ad. 
vancing. ~The eleventh and last may be called the league or treaty 
of peace, for such is its evident import. Both kings are on foot, but 
the conqueror is distinguished by the implements of war which he 
still retains, while his adversary raises his night hand in the act of 
supplication.

The total re- 
duction proposed, or already completed, amounts to four, nor six, 

ueen’s corps, as formerly understood ; and as three European regi- 
Ments have, within these seven years, been added to the company’s 
army, this will leave us 4000 more European troops than we pos- 
sessed at the opening of the seven years' war, The total reductions,

Russta.— From the official reports received by the Government, it 
appears that the cholera is spreading more and more in the inner 
governments of the kingdom. It travels in two distinct lines; fol- 
lowing the course of the Volga, it approaches the northern provinces, 
and has already penetrated to the very furthest part, having been car- 
ried thither by vessels from Artacran to Saraton, having on board 
some persons who were suffering from. this fatal malady. It may be 
observed, that by means of water-communication it is spread far 
more rapidly than by land. The other course which it follows is from 
the Caucasian Provinces, north-westwards; there it has already pene- 
trated as faras Kursk. A Russian vessel, which:was in quarantine, 
and seized in Kertsch, conveyed the cholera to this city. ‘Th» rapid 
spread of the fearful pestilence excites the greatest alarm among all 
classes, It is asserted that it has crossed the Dniesser, and is com- 
mitting fearful ravages among the population. As soon as the eme 
peror had been informed that it had crossed the Don, he hastened his 
departure for the southern Provinces, and sent orders for Count 
Paskewitsch to meet him on his journey, probably at Kiew. The 
latter, therefore, left the Polish capital immediately, having first 
called together a consultation of the medical men, for the purpose of 
making arrangements for the re-establishment of the hospital, and 
taking other precautionary measures, in the event of the epidemic 
making that city. iz $.:

So with the Manchester and Liverpool brokers and merchants, 
who are endeavouring to procure relief from monetary demands 
by the suspension of railway calls; so with the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, who attributes the failure of great and solvent mer- 
cantile houses to the absorption of the capital of the country by 
railways ; and so also with the writers in our contemporary the 
“Times,” who have repeatedly declared their conviction, that 
either railway operations must be stopped, or those engaged in 
manufactures must suspend their works, for want of money. ‘To 
all these, however, after the manner of Sir Isaac Newton’s ser- 
vant, we reply,— Would not the emergency be far sooner and 
effectually met by an action upon the currency ‘of the country ? 
Would not an enlargement of the accredited money of the country 
meet the case? and, if so, why need wé be throwing back 
on the labour market thousands of men, who could find use- 
ful and reproductive employment? Let this obvious course be 
taken, and all the great interests of the nation, mercantile, manu- 
facturing, commercial, agricultural, and railway, would con- 
currently prosper. 

Some little light has"dawned upon the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer ; he has been led, obscurely though it be, to see that there is 
a difference between money and capital. It is to be hoped he will 
sce yet further, that thé want of the nation is not that of real 
capital, but a positive want of money—a proper representative of 
value to express the prices, and to effect the transfer of capital and 
the employment of labour on every hand offering itself for occu- 
pation. Let the Chancellor of the Exchequer and his admirers 
further consider, what we have before affirmed, namely, that when 
plenty of authorised legal tender currency, as compared with the 
population, co-existed with a free price of gold, as in the years 
1797 and 1815, there was no inability in a population, remg from 
ten to fourteen millions, to pay an annual taxation of fifty to sixty 
millions; that is, nearly double per head that which is now paid ; 
but that the same population, aided by such currency, transferred 
from surplus capital the sums which now constitute the five hun- 
dred millions of debt incurred by the government in those years, 

The practical obstacle to an extension of the circulating medium 
commensurately with the demands of property to be interchanged, 
consists in the absurd notion of limiting that circulation to what 
conjecturally could be converted into gold at the fixed Mint price, 
instead of letting gold rise and fall in price in our other currency 
of paper and silver, like every other commodity necessary for 
foreign trade, and on the principle of supply and demand. The 
fixed price of gold is the evil principle that pervades and vitiates 
our entire monetary and credit system. Away, we say, with such 
nonsense as convertibility into gold, otherwise than at the market 
price, reducing as it does the price of all production to the level 
of gold, diminishing the wages of labour and the demand for it 
too, while it so cripples. commercial operations as to destroy mer- 
cantile houses of the most undoubted wealth : such are its crushing 
effects. 

The “ Times” may feel it consistent with the duty it owes to its 
readers to make merry with the humane and patriotic intentions 
of the promoters of the Anti-Gold-Law League, as in their co- 
lumns a week ago. Those gentlemen will not be deterred from 
their aim of subverting so vicious a principle by groundless im- 
putations, or distortion of their intentions. It will be clear that 
they are not advocates for inconvertibility into gold, but merely 
opponents of its convertibility at a fixed price, fraught as it is 
with injustice to the producing classes ; still less will they be de- 
terred by the assumptions of the “ Times,” as to the valuelessness 
of a government-currency of limited amount. : 

In denial of what is so insinuated, calm and sensible men will 
revert to the less solid, though efficient, currency than, that 
they suggest, which existed during the European war. It may 
answer the purpose of the “'Times ” to compare a blank piece of 
paper for one thousand pounds, converted into a draft by an irre- 
sponsible individual, and tendered in the city, witha promissory 
note drawn and signed at her Majesty’s exchequer. They will 
see that the whole practice contended for is strictly identical with 
that of the Exchequer bill in daily use; with this difference in 
favour of what is now recommended — that it would not only be 
most beneficial to trade, but would, in interest, save the govern- 
ment a million and a half annually ; and save us too from again 
approaching the Precipice, over the brink of which we have been 
for several months nationally“suspending. Such persons, when 
they have comparatively considered the benefits to be attained 
were the Anti-Gold-Law League successful, will see the acts 
of 1819 and 1844 to manifest a national idolatry of gold—to be, 
in effect, the “J uggernaut of British Industry.”

The parcel, 
which ought to have been delivered the next day. did not reach the 
person to whom it was addressed until the 8th of June. By this time 
the tailor's fashion card had lost all value, and the embroidery liad 
also been greatly deteriorated, A quantity of flannel shirts, bad also 
been abstracted, The total amount of loss upon the parcel was 5..

Rill o’ Jack's. An anecdote is related of a girl in this district who upon being 
presented with a letter at her father’s door by a messenger who inquired for him 
as N r. —, using his: surname, returned it with the answer that she knew no 
such Person ; an act of forgetfulness imputed to the fact ef her rarely, if ever, 
having heard her father spoken of otherwise than by his christian name 
appended to those of his progenitors. This circumstance will appear the more 
singular when it js known, that the person referred to was aman of some pro-

Marshes 
are very numerous, and there are not a few lagoons or small lakes, but there are 
few diseases in Ordinary weather ; nay, l have known parties who have lived tn 
swamps during long continu-d wet seasons Say, that they never were in better 
health ; the heat does little injury except when it succeeds rain, the usual dry- 
Ness of the atmosphere makes it lass destructive to the constitution than might 
have been ant cipated.—Siamonds’ Colonial Magazine,

Deara rros Imrure Am. — An inquest was held before Mr. 
Baker, jun., on the body of Rosina Ellis, aged three years, an inmate 
of Christchurch Workhouse. Mr. Byles, surgeon, stated he had 
called the present inquiry, in consequence of a dangerous nuisance 
existing near the workhouse. The deceased was attacked with 
dairrheea, gradually sunk, and expired on Saturday last. Witness 
attributed her death to an impure atmosphere arising from the manu- 
facture of manure from night-soil and bullocks' blood. The process 
is carried on by allowing the substances used to dry by the sun and 
wind. ‘The windows of the workhouse have been closed to prevent 
the smell affecting the children. Several children have died during 
the past week from the same cause, and the mortality for the last 
quarter has exceeded by five-fold that of any corresponding periods 
forthe last several years. The jury expressed their surprise that 
such a nuisance should be allowed to exist, and returned a verdict in 
accordance with the medical testimony. 

Mysrerious Fire, — On Saturday night last an alarming fire 
broke out in the premises of Mr. Ba'dwin. Two distinct fires were 
found burning In two rooms of the top floor, Plenty of water having 
been {immediately obtained from the Lambeth mains, the firemen 
soon got the flames subdued, but not until the furniture and other 
effects in the apartmenis were destroyed, and the building consider. 
ably burned. The furniture and premises were insured in the Sun 
fi re-oflice. Mr, Braidwood, in his report to the fire insurance offices, 
after detailing the damage, returns the cause of fire as * doubtful.”

Last Thursday, while playing by the side of the ditch, she 
Was suddenly seized with a fit, from which she never recovered. She 
was attended by Mr. Ellison, a Surgeon, who was of opinion that her 
recovery from the fever was prevented by the impure state of the at- 
mosphere, the effect of the want of drainage, and that her death was 
Probably promoted by it. Verdict, “ Natural death.” The jury ob.

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CIVILISING RESULTS OF CHRISTIAN MISSIONS. 
. Il.—ABOLITION OF INFANTICIDE. i 

Ignorance is the chief cause of human degradation and misery. 
It is the parent of superstition; and superstition, prompted by guilt, 
leads to the commission of innumerable crimes. ho can reflect 
upon the vilest of its progeny, Inranticipx, without being shocked ? 

ut this enormity of wickedness is in many nations commonly prac- 
tised in connection with the hateful forms of their religion, 

Infanticide is a practice of ancient as well as of modern times; it 
was one of the abominations of the old Canaanites, Ammonites, and 
other nations; and even the Jews became apostates from the ap- 
pointed worship of Jehovah, adopting the cruel absurdities of Baal, 
Chemoth, and Moloch. 

Jeremiah the prophet denounced the heaviest judgments from 
God upon Jerusalem, because its streets had been “ filled with the 
blood of the innocents.” ' 

Carthage was infamous for this abomination; and Diodorus re- 
lates, that, on one occasion, two hundred children of the best families 
were sacrificed to their monstrous divinity, the“brazen idol, Saturn! 

Dwelling in a land blessed with the ‘light of Revelation, many of 
our friends have little idea that such horrid enormities still exist in 
heathen countries, at least in any part of the British empire, And 
yet fewer have correct information as to the degree in which this 
form of cruelty has been abolished by British influence, and espe- 
cially by the ministry and labours of christian missionaries. 

India, China, the islands of the South Sea, and many other places 
are to the present hour guilty of the continuance of various forms of 
infanticide ; but, happily, the enormous evil has been arrested in its 
progress, where our missionaries have laboured, in the name and 
doctrine of Christ, for its extinction. 

India, when under the influence of its native superstition, pre- 
sented a fearful spectacle of various cruelties. Infanticide was one 
of the most atrocious; it prevailed exceedingly, especially on the Is- 
land of Saugor, at the mouth of the river Ganges; and in Guzerat, a 
province in the north-west. Clear information concerning this 
horrid custom was given first by Mr. Duncan, the British resident at 
Benares, in a report made in 1789. On ascertaining the prevalence of 
the crime among the Raj-kumars of Juanpore, he lost no time in 
making representations to them on the subject; and with some 
hopes of effecting its abolition; since, he says, 
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All the Raj-kumars with whom I conversed did, while they admitted the fact, 
fully acknowledge its atrocity ; in extenuation of which they pleaded the great 
expense of procuring suitable matches for their daughters, if allowed to 
grow up, 

Several cases he found in which natural affection had induced the 


fathers of Raj-kumar families to rear one or more of their female 
issue — 


Though the instances where more than one daughter has been spared, “ he 
remarks," are, as far as I can judge from the sundry questions put to "these 
people during my few days halt among them, but very rare, 

Mr. Duncan, when at Surat and Bombay in 1800, and several 
following years, was urged by Captain Wilford to prosecute inquiry 
concerning infanticide in Kutch, a maritime district near the eastern 
mouth of the river Indus, and in Kattywar, the country name for the 
peninsula of Guzerat. The first unquestionable testimony from na- 
tives was given by a man of consequence of Guzerat; and this was 
confirmed by Captain Seton, who was on a political mission at the 
peera port of Kutch, and afterwards by more ample statements 

Major Walker, resident at the court of Gaikawar, a prince in 
uzerat, Captain Seton wrote, in answer to Mr. Duncan’s fnquiries, 
that in the family of the rajah of Kutch, “every female infant born 
of a ranee, or lawful wife, was immediately dropped into a hole dug 
in the earth, and filled with milk, where it was drowned.” 

Hindoo infanticide attracted the increasing attention of several phi- 
lanthropic gentlemen from England, and among these, one of the 
most influential was Dr. Carey, the Baptist missionary. Many in- 
fants were drowned in the river Ganges, as offerings to the imagined 
goddess Gunga; and many were sacrificed by being suspended on 
trees, or to some dreaded divinity. 


Dr, Carey witnessed some of these enormities on his arrival in 
India, and records in his “ Journal” —

Dr. Carey exerted himself to abolish this custom, and ‘also the 
suttee; an the Marquis of Wellesley, who appointed him professor 
of Sanscritin his newly established’ college of Fort William, lis- 
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tened to his representations, and issued “ A Regulation for prevent- 
ing the Sacrifices of Children at Saugor and other places; passed by 
the governor general in council, on the 20th of August, 1802.” That 
humane regulation states as follows; — 

It has been represented to the governor general in council, that a criminal and 
inhuman practice of sacrificing children, by exposing them to be drowned, or 
devoured by sharks, prevails at the Island of Saugor, and Bansbaryah, Charedah, 
and other places on the Ganges. At Saugor especially such sacrifices haye been 
made at fixed periods, namely, the day of the full moon in November and Ja- 
nuary ; at which time also grown persons have devoted themselves toa similar 
death. Children thrown into the sea at Saugor have not been generally 
rescued, as is stated to be the custom at other places ; but the sacrifice has, on 
the contrary, been completely effected, with circumstances of peculiar atrocity in 
some instances. This practice, which is represented to arise from superstitious 
vows, is not sanctioned by the Hindoo law, nor countenanced by the religious or- 
ders, or by the people at large ; nor was it at any time authorised by the Hindoo 
or Mahomedan governments of India. The persons engaged in the perpetration 
of such crimes are, therefore, clearly liable to punishment; and the plea of cus- 
tom would be inadmissible in excuse of the offence. But for the more effectual 
prevention of so inhuman a practice, the governor general in council has enacted 
the following regulation of it, in the provinces of Bengal, Behar, Orissa, 
and Benares. 
= Then follows the clause declaring the practice to be murder, 
En ananig with death; and thus the custom was generally abolished 

n those provinces of India. 

Other evidence of the existenceof infanticide in north-western India 
having been sought, the testimonies of several learned natives were 
put on record. They express themselves with regard to the Jarejahs, 
the tribe of chief dignity in Guzerat, that “the established practice 
is, when a child is born, if it be a son, every observance of joy and 
gratulation is attended to; but if it be a daughter she is imme- 
diately put to death; on the plea, that if they bring up a daughter, it 
behoves them, when she has attained a fit age, to give her in marriage 
to some one; a concession which they consider as the incurring of 
the highest reproach ; though if it should happen, as an extraordinary 
exception, that any one should preserve his daughter, and rear her 
to maturity, her father becomes anxiously solicitous to procure her a 
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husband of unexceptionable rank and character among his people; 
but in that case, the parents of the maiden thus’exempted from the 
common fate become the scorn of all others, young and old, who 


hold them in the greatest contempt; neither do such occasions occur 
but rarely.

Whence originated this dreadful custom it is impossible to ascer- 
tain. Colonel Walker seems to think that 


; , early Mussulman invaders of the Jarejah’s country, experiencing 
inaona orte on Y ith which they defended their liberties, united policy to arms, 
and sought to consolidate their interests in the country by demanding the 
daughters of the rajahs in marriage. The high-spirited Jarejahs would not 
brook the disgrace, and pretended that they did not preserve their daughters ; 
but fearful of consequences, and apprehensive that force would be resorted to, in 
order to obtain what was refused to entreaty, they, in their extremity, listened 
to the advice of their raj-gurs, or priests, and, deluded by the fictitious responsi- 
bility which they accepted, the practice of female infanticide originated, and has 
since been confirmed. 


Another current tradition among the Jarejahs] is, that, at a 


remote period, 

A powerful rajah of their caste having a daughter of eminent beauty and ac- 
complishments, to whom he could find no man of sufficient rank and merit to be 
a husband, while yet it would be a grievous calamity and disgrace for her to re- 
distress, his raj-gur, or priest, who advised

ground both of affection and religion, citing those denunciations in the Hindoo 
sacred books, which affix enormous guilt to the murder ofa woman. The rajah’s 
repugnance and fear were, however, overcome by a general offer of the priest to 
‘ load himself with the guilt, and become, in his own person, res onsible for all 
the consequences of the crime.” Ever since that time the daughters have 


been destroyed. 

Whether either of these traditions be true or not, the people enter- 
tained the notion that the raj-gurs bear all the guilt of this shocking 
infanticide, by which, indeed, they derive emolument in the way 
of fees: — 


The infant, after it is destroyed, is placed naked in a small basket, fand carried 


out and interred. In Kuttywar, any of the female attendants of the family per- 
form this office; butin Kutch it is done by the domestic raj-gur. The rej-gurs, 
who bury the infants that perish, receive a fee of one kosi, which is a coin equi- 
valent in value to one-third of a rupee, or about tenpence sterling, and a meal ! 
In Kutch, the female raj-gur are sometimes the executioner of the infant instead 


of the mother.

Infanticide prevailing in this degree among the superior ranks of 
an extensive country must have been dreadfully destructive. Colonel 
Walker endeavoured to ascertain the number of female infants thus 
destroyed; but he could not obtain sufficient data, though he re- 
ceived several estimates on the subject, from persons considerably 
acquainted with the country. Between 15,000 and 20,000, it was 
thought, would probably be the number destroyed yearly in Guzerat 
and Kutch! But notwithstanding the extent and inveteracy of the 
evil he persevered in his humane endeavours, and finally persuaded 
the princes to form a treaty for its renunciation.

Mr. Wilberforce made a beautiful reference to this triumph 
Christian benevolence in his speech in the House of Commons in 
the debate regarding the renewal of the East India Company’s char- 


ter in 1813. He said: 
One nobleman in particular,distinguished by his great talents, and whom I am 
happy to call my friend, succeeded by the energy of his mind, the wisdom of his 
measures, and the influence of his authority, in putting an end to one horrible 
ractice, which had been established for time immemorial, and which before him 
it was thought so impossible to check, that he who had proposed to abolish it 
would have been regarded as a wild vistonary. I mean the practice of sacrificing 
monthly, at the island of Saugor, children to the Ganges. It was generally be- 
lieved that this long-rooted practice could not be touched without endangering 


our empire. Happily Lord Wellesley was superior to this vulgar prejudice. He 
issued a proclamation declaring such murders to be ca which would 


ital crimes, 
be punished accordingly , and from that time humanity has been shocked with no 
more monthly sacrifices to Gunga. 

But the second instance in which we are able to speak of a conquest already 
achieved over the native superstitions and cruelties of India, is of a stil] more strik- 
ing nature, and where, originally, the obstacles were of afar more formidablejcha- 
racter. It is now more than twenty years since Mr. Duncan, afterwards governor 
of Bombay, then resident at Benares, learned that a custom existed among a 
tribe of the natives in that neighbourhood, of murdering their female infants, 
and he was able, through the influence of the British government (for the influ- 
ence of government was in that instance used not only innoenously but success- 
fully) to prevail on the tribe (the Raj-kumars of Junapore) to enter into a posi- 
tive engagement to abstain in future from such detestable acts, and that any of 
their number who should be guilty of them should be expelled from their tribe. 

Thus the practice was abolished ia Junapore. But it had been suggested by 
Captain Wilford to Mr. Duncan, in his former inquiries concerning mfanticide 
in India, that the Greek historians had stated it to prevail in the neighbourhood 
of Guzerat. Accordingly, recollecting the success of his former humane endea- 
vour, be was animated by the benevolent desire of extending in that quarter also 
the triumphs of humanity. After some inquiry, he ascertained that the emt

RAILROADS. 

Ratway Comrensation.—An adt of Parliament, which came 
into force on the 26th of August, 1846, affords compensation to the 
families of persons killed by accidents, and to these two acts Mr. 
Coroner Bedford referred in summing up the evidence on the late 
explosion of the Cricket. ‘The act is entitled, “ An act for compen- 
sating the families of persons killed by accidents.” It contains seven 
sections, by which it is provided that an action may be maintained 
against any person causing death through neglect, &c., notwith- 
standing the death of the person injured. An action so brought is 
to be for the benefit of certain relations, and to be brought by and in 
the name of the executor or administrator, In such action the jury 
may give such damages as they may think proportionate to the injury 
resulting from the death to the respective parties for whom and for 
whose benefit the action is brought; and the amount recovered after 
payment of the extra costs is to be divided by the jury among the 
relations mentioned in the act. An action under this statute must 
be brought within 12 months, and in the “particular” of demand full 
information is to be afforded,

Ticer Huntinc.—A couple of young officers from Sukkur lately 
went outon a tiger-shooting expedition, accompanied, as usual, by 
a number of natives as beaters, Two of these jatter were killed by a 
tiger; whereupon some letters appeared in the Kurrachee paper, 
condemning the officers for exposing the poor natives, unarmed, to 
the attacks of ferocious beasts, while they themselves were fully 
armed. On the appearance of these Sir C. Napier ordered a court 
of inquiry, the result of which cannot be better expressed than by his 
own quaint general order:—‘‘ Head Quarters, Kurrachee, Tuesday, 
29th daly 1847.—1. An unjustifiable attack was made by an anony- 
mous writer in the newspapers upon the conduct of two officers of 
the 11th regiment N. I., who, a short time ego, went out shooting 
tigers near Sukkur. 2. Lieut.-Col. Shaw, commanding in Upper 
Scinde, very properly ordered a court of inquiry to examine into the 
deaths of two natives who were killed by the tiger on the occasion, 
3. The result of which inquiry shows that the natives were armed, 
and were not more exposed than the officers themselves, and that the 
conduct of the two gentlemen in question was, in every way correct 
and gallant. The party (8 or 10) all armed alike drew up in line to 
receive the attack of the wild beast, the Europeans fully as much ex- 
posed as the natives, and even more so, for the latter ran away when 
the tiger charged, whereas Lieuts. Davison and ‘Thatcher stood till 
their arms were discharged. At this moment the tiger, fortunately 
for them, let go the native he had seized, and taking the poor man’s 
gun in its mouth, went back into the wood, The natives were all 
interested in the sport, and joined voluntarily, There was another 
man killed, ‘wo of them ran away from the party, and on the bank 
of the river, seeing ‘the beast issve from the wood and lie down, 
thought he was dead, went up to him, when he seized them, and 
wounded ohe mortally. Lt was altogether a noble bunt, and honour- 
ably conducted by Lieuts. Davison and Thatcher, I consider that
